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Hamburg, as many know, is the 
great headquarters of the trade in 
wild animals for menageries and 
OS " TO Hamburg are slipped 
lions, elephants and giraffes, cap- 
tured in South and Mas! Africa, 
from India, jaguars, anil 

tapirs from South America, gorillas 
from Ihe t'ongo, orange titans from 
Borneo, and, in fact, about every 

kind of beast, bird and reptile 
flora all quarters of the globe. 

The warehouses of Ihe two 
principal linns engaged in this 
business are interesting pla< ■ 
visit after tin- arrival of a " beast 
ship," wiib new or unusually large 
specimens of an'mal life. 

The narrator made such a \ 
lew weeks since, on the arrival of a 
remarkably large, brilliantly mark- 
ed python, shipped from Padang, 
Sum ilia. This colubrine giant is 
more than thirty feet in length, and 
was bespoken by the Austrian gov- 
ernment for a boo at Budapest. 

Hut the story of its capture is 
even more interesting than the huge 
creature itself, for this python had 

fallen a victim to its fondness lor 
notes of a violin. 

There. i> a telegraph-line ex- 
tending across Sumatra, from Pa- 
dang, connecting that port, 

men nbinarioe cables, with 

Hatavia and Singapore. 

Along Ihis line of land wire are a 
number of interior stations. One 
of these, called Palilo pom, has 
been in charge of an operator named 
los t; imbi iomo, a niesl/.o from 
Hatavia, Java, educated at Ihe in- 
dustrial school tb. 

The station is on a hillock in the 
\ alley of the river Kampar. and is 
adjacent to den . jungle and 

a long moiass. Il is a solitary little 
place, consisting merely of foui or 
five thatched huts, elevated on posis 

to a heigh' feet from the 

ground, to be more secure from 
noxious insects, reptiles and wild 
I leasts. 

The station is at the junction or 
two Dative roads, or trails, along 
which the interior trade of the island 



is conducted after a desultory 
fashion; and as a rule Gambrino 
has little enough to do, except listen 
to the licking of the instrument, 
monotonously repeating messages lo 
remote points in which he can feel 
little interest Pol solace and com- 
pany, therefore, he frequently lias 
recourse to his violin. 

Thatched houses on post 
Sumatra are not. commonly sup 
plied with glass windows; but Gain- 
brino had afforded himself the 
luxury of a two-pane sash, set to 
slide in an aperture in the side 
wall of his hut, and some five or 
six months ago, during the wet 
season, he was sitting at this win- 
dow one afternoon, as he played his 
violin, when he saw the head of a 
large serpent rise out of the high 
grass, at a distance Of seventy or 
eighty yards. 

His first impulse was to get his 
carbine and try to shoot the mon- 
ster, for he saw that it was a very- 
large python, and not a desirable 
neighbor. But something in the 
attitude of the reptile led him to 
surmise that it had raised itself to 
hear the violin, and he paused at 
once to a lively air. 

As long as he continued playing 
Ihe python remained there, ap 
parently motionless; but when he 
ceased it drew its head down, and 
be saw nothing more ol it that day, 
although he went out with his gnu 
to look for it. 

Nearly a tori night passed, and 
the incident had gone from his 
mind — tor huge snakes are not un- 
common in Sumatra— when one 
night, as he was playing the violin 
to some native acquaintances who 
had conic to the hut, they heard the 
SOUUGhl made by a large snake slid- 
ing across the bamboo platform or 
floor of the little veranda 
looking out with a light, one of the 
party saw a huge, mottled python 
gliding aw 

Hut it was not until the reptile 
appeared a third time, raising its 
head near his window, that the 
telegrapher became certain that it 
was really his violin which attract- 
ed it. 

In the meantime the operator at 
Padang, with whom Gambrino 

held daily conversations by wire, 
had told him that the German 
agent of a Hamburg house at thai 
port would pay ten pounds, English 
money, for such a python as he 
described. 

Gambrino began scheming to 

capture the reptile In one of the 

huts at the station there was Stored 

a quantity of liber rope, such as is 

used in Sumatra for bridging small 

rivers and ravine 

Gambrino contrived three large 
s from this rope, which he 
elevated horizontally, on bamboo 
poles, to the height of his window, 
and carried the drawing etuis of the 
nooses inside the hut. 

This was done after the operator 
had ascertained that at times the 
snake would come about the house 
and raise its head if it heard the 
violin. 

Some time later the python 
beguiled by the music into raising 
its head inisde one of the n 
which a native, who was on the 
watch while Gambrino played, in- 
stantly jerked tight. 

Whal followed was exciting 
The reptile resented the trick with 
vigor, and showed itself possessed 
of far more strength than they had 
expected. 

The rope had been made fast to a 
beam inside, and the snake nearly 
pulled the entire structure down, 
making il rock and creak in a way 
that cause Gambrino and his native 
ally to leap to the ground in haste 
from a back entrance. The rep 
tile coiled ils body about the posts 
and pulled desperately to break 

Altogether, it was s wild 

night at this little remote telegraph- 
Station. 

The next morning a crowd ol 
natives collected; and as the python 
had by this time exhausted itselt, 
they contrived to hoist its head 
high as ths roof of the hut and to 
ire its tail. 

It was then lowered into a mo- 
lasses hogshead, which was 
ed o\ei and trussed up securely 
with roji. 

In this condition the python 
drawn to Padang on a bullock cart 
It Is said to weigh more than tour 
hundred nonnds. 7 /th's 
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The Oeologioal Survey has just 
published the story of the pioneer 
journey through Central Alaska 
between the Yukon basin and the 
Arctic Ocean. This journey of 535 
miles was recently made by Messrs. 
Schrader and Peters of the survey, 
with their assistants, and nearly all 
the way it was a revelation of the 
unknown. 

In the extreme east and west 
Alaska has been crossed from 
south to north, but no one knew 
what night be found through the 
north central part of Ihe country. 
There remain now only two large 
regions in Alaska, in the north ami 
the northwest, that are still wholly 
unexplored. 

The volume is beautifully illus- 
trated with photographic reproduc- 
tions showing the typical features 
of the region Wc knew the John 
river where it joins the Koyukuk, 
but Schrader and Peters ascended 
it through its valley, across the 
Rocky Mountains; and the pictures 
show it a broad, placid stream even 
among majestic mountains- that rise 
far above it. Here we see stretches 
of underbrush and stunted firs 
along one bank, white the other is 
a beach Strewn with rock debris. 

Not a glacier appears in the fine 
mountain views, but we see patches 
of snow and long lines of tt filling 
the narrow scars that wi inkle the 
steep slopes. Appaiently theie are 
flat surfaces of sufficient extent to 
afford a gathering ground for the 
quantity of snow required to nour- 
ish important glaciers. 

North of the mountains another 
series of liver views of entirely 
different character were taken. 
They are pictures along the 
Anaktuvuk, tributary of the 
ville, and on the Colville river; and 

here we see long stretches of Hat 

topped bluffs bordering one side of 
the valley, while on the other side 
stony river plains Frequently extend 

far away from the river. Tin 
Villa and its tributary draining to 
the Arctic Ocean are not nearly so 
large as the John, which, in its 
wider reaches, is majestic in ap- 
pearance. 

Other views show the Indian and 
in the far north the Esquimaux, 
who hunt along these rivers. Then 
there are views of the Hat, moss 
covered tundra which borders the 
Arctic Ocean, and the small waves 
of that sea are seen breaking on the 
shore The pictures are particu- 
larly interesting because they so 
graphically depict a part of our do- 
main which no explorer has ever 
seen before 

The party ascended the Koyukuk 
river to 'he mouth of the John, where 
an Abundance of supplies had been 
Stored for them. This is on the 
edge of the great Koyukuk river 
placer mining region, where miners 
are now washing out over $700,000 
worth of gold dust in a year. 

In April before the John river 
opened, Mr. Peters made a re-eon- 
niee up the river travelling on 
the ice For several days his party 
followed the trail of a solitary 
person, four of whose camps they 
ed, 

The person was overtaken at last 
and was found !o be a native In- 
dian woman, who was traveling 
alone and subsisting on tabbits 
which she caught in primitive tiaps 
Thirty natives were Been on the 
journey 

It is their custom to ascend Ihe 
John and other tributaries of the 
ukuk in winter lo hunt. They 
tlnd enough caribou to supply them 
with food, and as they never go be- 
yond the timber line they are able 
to build fires to cook their food and 
warm their camps. They collect 
skins, and furs when the ri- 
thaw they build rafts and float 
down to Bergman on the Koyukuk, 
where they trade the skins 
blankets and other conimodit 

It was not till June that the canoe 
Op the John river beg 
lly stated, the explorers 
through three distinct varieties of 
country. The most southern I 
the Koyukuk region, rich in gold, 
a tolling or hilly land, whose hills 
rise to elevations of from only 1 
to 8000 feet above Hie sea. while the 
main valley floor aio approximately 
(100 feet above sea lei 

The second region is the mountain 
province which is regarded as the 
north western continuation of the 
Rocky Mountains. Above the 



Arctic circle this great mountain 
system turns abruptly to the west 
and trends nearly westward acii 
northern Alaska. 

Out explorers passed through (he 
mountains from south to north. 
They form a jumble, with few well- 
defined ranges. The width of the 
mountains belt is about 100 miles 
and the average elevation is about 
$00 feet Their sides are SCO) 
with the glacial marks of the ice 
age. 

Passing out of the mountains the 
canoes were carried over a short 
portage lo a lake from which flows 
the Anaktuvuk, tributary of the 
Colville. They were now in the 
Arctic coast province. 

The two rivers took them north 
and they floated down stream in- 
stead of paddling against tht, cur- 
rent, as in the John river. For 80 
miles north of the mountains 
extends a gently rolling plateau 
country, sloping northward, its 
ttion gradually lowering from 
2,500 to 800 feet. 

Here t ho plateau gives way lo 
the nearly flat Hindi a country or 
lal plain, which extends about 
80 miles northward and descends in 
this distance practically to sea level, 
with a slope so gentle as to be in 
preciable to the naked e\ 

The explorers have proposed the 
name of Arctic Coastal Plain for 
this tundra country. Its flat snrt 
is dotted here and there with shallow 
ponds and lakelets which in most 
instances have no out let- 
Arriving at the cost ti- 
the delta of the Oolville 
secured passage in boats paddled by

observed by a ppiopriate exercises 
in the chapel on Friday morning 
last, at half past ten o'ciock. All 
the pupils and teachers assembled 
in the chapel to pay tiibute to those 
who gave theli lives for the uplift- 
ing and general welfare of the deaf. 
Principal Currier opened the exer- 
cises with the Lord's Prayer, all 
reciting In unison. He chose as 
his text, " They rest from their 
labors, but their works do follow 
them," aud urged us to honor those 
who looked after our comfort and 
advancement. It was eighty-seven 
years since our Institution was 
founded, and still the school is on 
stronger foundations than ever 
The Principal referred to Mr. Shot- 
well, the oldest living graduate of 
this school, as an example. The 
venerable old man is older than the 
school, having come to school when 
four years of age, and graduated 
after remaining five years. Ever 
since, ho has been connected with 
the Institution in all sorts of work, 
and generations ot graduates ic- 
iuomher him as a familiar figine 
around the school. A contrast be- 
tween him and the Institution was 
illustrated; the old man growing 
older by years, while the Institution 
nets added strength with the passing 
years. Those who labored to make 
this school deserve to be honored. 
In itvil Harvey Prindte Peel began 
his OOaaeotion with the institution, 
and continued to act as Principal 
until 18(!S, when he was made 
Principal Emeritus. The vacancy 
was filled by bis son, Isaac Lewis 
Feet, who proved himself capable of 
the office The Principal quest ion- 
the audience that those who saw 
Hai vey Frindle Peet should rise up. 
Duly two out of three hundred rose, 
they being Principal Currier and 
Prof. Jones. He then made some 
remarks about the competitive 
drill that was to take place in the 
afternoon. 

Dr. Fox then mounted the plat 
form, and gave a short addi. 
He lemarked that he never saw 
Harvey Prindle Peet, hut- saw his 
son Isaac Lewis Peet. Attention 
was called to the importance of 
Founder's Day, in living the pupils 
an idea of the lives of those whose 
names are connected with the his- 
tory of the Institution. Four deaf- 
mute teachers, John Robertson 
Burnett, Henry Winter Syle, .lere 
miah W. Conklin, and Charles \V. 
Van Tassel), who formerly were 
teachers here, are a fitting example 
of what a deaf person can do. He 
urged us to try furthei effoit, and 
nonor the deaf teachers connected 
with this school 

Prof. Burdick gave a short his- 
tory of the Institution, and the 
former prejudice of hearing people 
concerning the education of the 
deaf.

Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-MutoH.
